THE IRISH LAND BILL. 

LONDON, April 6.—It is expected Glad- 
stone’s speech introducing the land bill in the 
Commons to-morrow will oceupv three hours. 
It is anticipated the bill will provide under 
the head a ‘Sale Tenures” that every ten- 
ancy shall tirst be offered to the landlord, and 
the landlord may prohibit the sale of the ten- 
aney where reasonable srounds exist. 
The question: what are reasonable grounds, 
may be referred to the land court. Where the 
landlords propose to raise the rent of the pur- 
chasing tenant, the latter may resell and be 
entitled to a demand from the landtord for 
capitalization equal to ten times the annual 
increase demanded. The sale of the tenancy 
bars the claim to compensation for disturb- 
ance or improvements, and the _ re- 
ceipt of such compensation bar's 
the right of sale. Wherethe tenant devises 
the interest to his children or other persons, 
only one of the devisees shall occupy the ten- 
ancy, the object being to prevent «a subdivi- 
sion contrary to the wishes of the landlord. 
When the tenant acceptsthe increased rent 


proposed by the landlord, such ten- 
ant may not be disturbed for | fif- 
teen years, during which period there

The President’s Views. 
WASHINGTON, April 6.—The action of the 
President to-day in sending in the nomina- 
tions for several important places, such as 
Indian Commissioner, indicates his purpose 
to throw upon the Senate the respensibility 
for the failure to contirm or the injurious de- 


lay in confirming the nominations. 
At the same time the Presi- 
dent sympathizes with the movement

LOGAN, THE MINGO CHIEF. 


The Celebrated Farewell Address of 
the Old Aborigine taraphrased. 
Burdeite’s Hociging Valley Letter. 

‘-The Indians used to raise a great deal of 
hair in this valley, didn’t they?” inquired the 
sad passenger, but just then the brakeman 
called out **Kingston.’’ 

“This is one of the oldest counties in 
Ohio,” the fat passenger said’ ‘* Ross county 
is sbout two years older than the Ohio river, 
and Kingston is the best town in the county. 
it supports expensive lecture-courses, and 
the rainiest, darkest, muddiest night in the 
season it fills the house. And the town and 
its vicinity is rich in historical associations. 
Only a mile and a half away froin Kingston 
stands the Logan elm, under which the fainous 
indian warrior and orator made the sreatest 
‘ffort of his life.”’ 

‘*Logun was a Kingston man, was he?’ 
asked the man on the wood-box. 

**H[e was the Senator from Kingston,” as- 
serted the fat passenger, “‘and went in fora 
vigorous prosecution of the war. The tree 
stands on the farm of James T. Boges. Itis 
“a majestic elm, seventy-nine feet high, its 
spreading branches measuring a circumfer- 
ence of 120 feet: the trunk has a girth of 
twenty feet. ‘When 1 rise to address the 
honorable Senate,’ said Logan, ‘1 don’t want 
to lean up against no sapling. Give me a 
iuli-vrown tree or give me death.’ ”’ 

The president of the Senat>, Col. Gibson, 
having recognized the Senator from Kings- 
ton, Logan jaid his bat on the desk, leaned 
his two-handled war club up «against the 
ch: ir, and with a significant glance at Ben 
Hilt, who had just made some remark about 
this being a white man’s government, pro- 


ceeded to make the following impassioned re- } 


marks: 

‘Sir, Luppeal to any white man, on the 
other side of the Semute tosayif cver he en- 
tered Logan's cabin hungry and did not eat 
wil he could gorge, and carry away the rest in 
his pockets; if ever he came cold and naked, 
and did not strike the proprietor for an army 
overcoat and a pair of trowsers before he 
left theiranch. Ihave fed and clothed more 
whife traps this summer than there are now 
coliars in the Freediman’s Savings Bank. 

‘During the course of the last long and 
hicody war Logan remained in his cabin, busy 
onanarmy contract. Such was iny love for 
the whites that my enthusiastic countrymen 
tircd chunks at my é¢abin, kicked my dog, and 
shouted derisively. ‘Hoop la! Logan hulle 
sume Melican man; hair cut short und keep 
drupk:** I hadeventhought to have lived 
With sou, but your boarding-houses were too 
howcopathic in their diet, and too heroic in 
their charges to suit the Indian.’’ 

The President of the Senate here called 
the gentleman to order, and requested him 
to comtine his remarks to the matters touched 
pon in the bill. 

‘*sir,’’ continued Logan, fecling the edze 
of his sealping thing, **the census of Ross 
county would show a much larger white 
population to-day, if some men had shown 
vreater deference to me than is implied in

Mr. Hill (interrupting) remarked that no 
gentieman with a heel like a jaybird was lia- 
ble to turn onitunder any circumstances, 
suve dy tong and arduous practice, and be

ifere the Mingo chieftain passed the varbed 
endof his thomashawk through the gentle- 
man’s bosom, pinning him tothe back of his

one. Whenever Logan drops in on a sociable 
or pic-nic, | notice there is usualiy 2 great 
considcrable of mourning goiug on, but it does 
not appear to be for Logan.

dameca Bowie lay for months in his bed, in 
the city of Xatehez, before he recovered from 
his wound. He was aman of much mechani- 
cal ingenuity, and while thus confined whit- 
tled from a piece of white pine the moge! of 
x huntine-knife, which he sent to two 
brothers named Blackman, in the city of 
Natchez, and told them to spare no expense 
in making a duplicate of itin steel. This 
was the origin of the dreadful bowie-knife. 
It was made from a large sawmill file, and its 
temper afterward improved upon by the Ar- 
kansas blacksmith. This is all that can -be 
told about the origin of that death-dealin:s 
iuplement. Since James Bowie became 
somewhat prominent in his efforts to advance 
the spread of Reputblican institutions it 
is properto speak of what he did. He 
seemed to have a natural disposition to pro- 
tect the weak from the strons. At one iime 
he was riding through the parish of Coneor- 
dlin, La.. and saw a man lashing his slave 
With his whip.

This 
led toa shooting match, in which the slave- 
owner Was badlv wounded. Bowie. «after 
submitting himself to the law, pad the doc- 
tor’s bill, purchased the slave at double his 
value, and gave him his freedom. 

In after vears a Methodist preacher told the 
writer this; He said he was one of the first 
Methodist ministers sent to Texas bv the 
Methodist Conference. He travelled) on 
horseback, crossing the Mississippi below 
Natchez: that the-- first day = after 
crossing the Mississippi River he was over- 
tuken by a horseman dressed in buckskin, 
uwrined with rifle, pistol and knife. They en- 
tered into conversation, and he found him to 
be intelligent, pleasant ard well acquainted 
with the ceography of the country.

A New Stenographic Machine. 
From Nature, March. 

The stencgraphic machine which we men- 
tioned in our last issue was presented March 
11 to the Societe d’Eneouragement, mecting 
under the presidency of M. Dumas. Jt is a 
asmall instrument, about one anda half foot 
long and one foot wide, placed ona stand two 
wd a half high, on which it is easy to plav 
With both hands. The number of elementa- 
ry signs is only six, which by mutual combi- 
nation give seventy-four phonctie letters. 
It has been worked with an astounding veloc- 
ity, reprocucing the words pronounesd hy a 
man reading a passage from a hook. The 
limit of velocity is stated to be 200 words in 2 
mintite, which 18 more than sufficient, no 
speaker havipg ever uttered more than 1S), 
The signsare very neatly printed on a paper 
band passing automatically under the types. 
They can be rezxd by any person conversint 
With the peculiarities of the system. which 
requires the teaching of a very few months. 
The work of the stenoxrapher is more difli- 
cult, butina littl: more than a year he can 
be educated. Women and persons who 
have an acute and correct hearing can prac- 
tice it With suceess. Blind peopte, generally 
baving very delicate hearing, will be most 
useful, the reading and translation being done 
by other people. ‘The same machinery is 
avaliable for every language in existence. 
‘The sysiem isso perfect that it can be used 
for reproducing a language that is neither 
spoken por understood by the operator. But 
under such cirewnstances the orator must 
speak slowly andin a very distinct manner. 
This machine was worked by a young lady 
belonging tothe sienographic staff of the 
Italian Senate, where the machine is in’ con- 
stant use, 

The Nature of Hydrophobia. 
from tbe Vall Mall Gaveite. 

The theory broached fast summer in these 
columns that rabies ina dog is a sort offfever 
or zymotic diseuse—a blood poisouing—the 
result of the presence of some minute fun- 
void organism in his blood, which organism 
¢xists in his saliva, and when commuuicated 
tothe human subject produces tetanic effects, 
has been curiously comsirmed by a discovery 
lately made in Paris. M. Pasteur, an eimi- 
nent Parisian doctor, made experiments 
with the saliva of « boy who had diedin the 
Sainte kugenia HMlospital of bydrophobia. 


' Rabbits inoeulated with it died in thirty-six 


hours; Other rabbits inoculated with the 
blood or saliva of those tirst inoculated died 
ilso, and even mere rapidly. M. Pas- 
teur examined the blood of 
these inoculatad rabbits with the mieroscope, 
and found therein a samall organism net un- 
like the ‘“‘micrope’’? of chicken cholera, but 
producing different effects. If was also sin- 
vular that poultrv when inoculated with this 
saliva, or blood, were not affected by it, nor 
were cuines pigs. Again, dogs inoculated 
With the boy’s saliva died in a few days, but 
Without symptoms of rabies. In fact, their 
rapid death seems to show that the virus with 
had cevel- 
oped into, quite distinct organism from the 
cerm Which produces rabies, for in eases of 
the latter the disease incubates for weeks 
(oftcn months) before disclosing itself, as if 
the germjidid not take effect untilit) had pro- 
duced a large amount of similar organisms to 
itself to infuse the blood. M. Pasteur deduces 
from these experiments the conclusion that 
rabies and hydrophobia are due to the pres- 
ence of some microscopic organisms in the 
blood of the patient. 


Leadville Types. 
Prom the PhiladeIphia Press.

A list of candidates for city 
Oflice has just been published, with biograph- 
leul sketches, showing that the typical Am- 
erican as he sees to foreigners may certain- 
Iv be found in Leadville.

He 
engaged in several mereantile pursuits, went 
to the war: engaved enzaved in stock-raising, 
took an appointmentin the Portsmouth navv- 
vard, went to Chicago and en- 
eaged = in the cOMmMUSSION business, 
und then ran two markets: was burned out 
in the Chicago tire: went to Colorado Springs 
andengazved in the hotel business. From 
there he went to Leadville when the eraze 
started, andis interested in forty mines and 
isa large real estate owner.

SOLD INTO SLAVERY. 


The Way the Pauper Population of Han- 
cock County, W. Va., is Disposed of. 


Steubenville Special to Cincinnati Commercial. 


Since the colored slaves of the South were 
given their liberty we imagined slavery was 


short time ago we heard of the way they dis- 
posed of paupers in Hancock county, WV. Va., 
just across the river, and the custom strnek 
us as sO barbaric and unlike what should be 
the custom of a civilized people that your 
correspondent took the noontrain for Me- 
Coy’s, from which place we crossed the river 
into Hancock county. In slavery times there 
were very few slaves owned in that part of 
West Virginia, as it was s0 near 
both Ohio and Pennsylvania that 
they could easily make their es- 
cape to one of those States, in either of which 
they could find numerous persons who,think- 
ing, like Wm.Lloyd Garrison, that slavery is a 
sin against God and humanity, would willing- 
ly aid them in making their way North to the 
Canadas. To such an extent was this the 
case that there were few more, iffany, slaves 
there in those days than there are now, the 
only exception being that now there are 
whites as well as blacks, with the former 
color largely in the majority. 

At New Cumberland we found that for years 
it had been the custom to annually offer the 
paupers of the county for sale at public auc- 
tion, the lowest bidder carrying off the prize, 
and often the lowest bidder is not able to care 
for himself and family,let alone any outsiders. 
The price bid, and which the county pays per 
vear for the maintenance of its poor per 
head, runs from $80 to doubie the amount, 
with very few at the latter price, the majori- 
ty being at less than $100. This includes food, 
clothing, and everything else except medical 


| attendance, Occasionally the paupers fall 


into good hands, Dut more often into the 
hands of the “‘pauper shark” (who does not 
pretend to work, but dives off of what the 
county allows him and what work he can get 
out of his worse than slavesgyWhom he feeds 
just enough to keep life and body together), 
and then, truly, his, or her, life is a pitiable 
one. 

At the sale a regular auctioneer is employed 
and the bidding is generally very spirited, a 
father, brother, sister or some other near 
relative being found bidding against the pro- 
fessional **pauper shark”? for the unfortunate 
piece of humanity on sale. 

About three years ago the good people of 
the county endeavoredto havea poor farm 
established. ‘They applied to the County 
Court, and obiained permission to put the 
| matter before the people at the next regular 

election, This Was done and the Poor Farm 
carried by a majority of several hundred. It 
was then the Poor Board’s place to purchase 
a farmin accordance with the wishes of the 
people. That body of men elected by the 
people to carry out the huws and look after 
the county poor, rode arotnd the country 
and looked at several farms; then they sat 
down onthe project and each year singe has 
Witnessed the sale of paupers at public aue- 
tion. The Board is severely condemned by 
the people of the country for their action, as 
they justiy should be, 

_ accustomed as we are to secing life inall 
its numerous phases, lo witnessing the hard- 
ships week by week, your correspondent was 
shocked at seeing some of the victims of this 
barbaric practice, and hearivg the tale of 
their misfortunes, tinding old men, four 
score years und upwards of age, who in times 
net iong ugo had been respected and tax pay- 
ingcitizens of this and other cotimunities, 
now covered with rags barely covering their 
attenuated forms, having nothine but a 
bunch of strawina gfarretor an out-hotse 
tosleep on, subsisting on bread and water, 
With occasionally a bite of meat anda cup of 
coffee to remind them of better days gone by. 

One old man, aged about ninety vears, gave 
us his experience with one of the sharks 
spoke of above last fall. He was compelled 
taslieepin a filthy out-house, having nothing 
fera bed buta fewold rags. He said his 
whole body was covered with filth and ver- 
niin. bis legs being alive with wriggling mag- 
cots. He finally ran away to the house ofa 
friend, who brought the matter before the 
Voor Board, and be wus sold again, this time 
getiwig a better home. This same wolf in 
sheep’s elothing is bidding for victims this 
year, 

Another vase, to which our attention was 
called, was that of an old man and his wife, 
the former about eighty-five veurs of age and 
the latter about ninety. The woman was 
blind.

No great 
building, no special improvement, except the 
jetties of the Mississippi and the completion 
of the railways, has been added to New Or- 
leans since the war. Stupendous social 
changes have occurred, but they are hardly 
noticed by the physical eye, and to a certain 
extent they have been retarding forces up to 
this time like any radical reformation, which 
always requires a series of funerals to follow 
it, burying the reactionaries, the Bourbons 
and the broken-hearted.

THE CZAR’S PALACE. 


Precautions That Were Taken to Pre- 
serve the Monarch’s Life. 
From the Londoz Times. 


The Winter Palace is a huge oblong build- 
ing, five stories high and painted in a staring 
red-brick cuvlor. On one sidefit borders a quay 
of the Neva, on the other it fronts the cnor- 
mous square which is adorned with a mono- 
lith granite. column erected to the memory of 
Alexanderl. ‘To the right ofthe palace 
stands the Admiralty, and a little further on 
the same side the Barracks of the Chevaliers 
Gardes: tothe left are the Museum of the 
Hermitage and the imperial printing office. 
Facing the Admiralty runs the Newski Pros- 
pect, which is the principal thoroughfare in 
St. Petersburg, so that the Czar could see 
from his palace windows all the animation of 
the city. The Winter Palaceis said to have 
cost hundreds of lives in the erecting, for 
when the old one, which stood on the same 
site, had been burned, Nicholas ordered that 
the new one should be buiit within six 
months. This necessitated the employment 
of thousands of workmen day and night 
through the winter, and many of these un- 
fortunates were frozen. As fast as the lower 
stories were completed the walls were dried 
with roaring fires while the works were car- 
ried on above; and the upholsterers and dec- 
orators completed the furnishing of the prin- 
cipal rooms before the attics were roofed. 
Within ten days after the workmen had left 
the building it was inhabited by the Czar and 
his Court; and Nicholas’ first care on arriving 
was to go the sO Of the Wace pee Wil 
| the atuitect and contractors to see that none 
ofthe work had been ‘‘secamped.” Being 
satistied with what he saw he paid the bill— 
about a million sterling—without a murmur. 

It was inthis palace. so strangely erected, 
that the late Emperor always spent the six 
winter months; and before the Nihilist trou- 
. bles began, the life he led there was a_pleas- 
| ant one, Aiexander LI., as above said never 
affected the Spartan simplicity of his father 
Nicholas, who used to sleep ona camp bed, 
eat of the most frugal] fare, and spend most 
of the time he could spare from State business 
in inspecting his soldiers. He (Alexander) 
wus addicted to conviviality and home pleas- 
ures. He hada few very intimate friends— 
the Bariatanskies, Adlerbergs, Schouvaloffs, 
Blondoffs, and others—with Whom he spent a 
good deal of his time, and from whom he 
heard all that went on in the world. Every 
evening one or other of these fami- 
lies attended the private Court dinner, 
ana afterwards charades or com- 
ediettas used to be performed either by the 
ladies and gentlemen of the Court, or by com- 
edians from the French theater. During the 
daytime when it was fine the Emperor would 
take Walking exereise in the public garden of 
the palace, the gravel walks of which were 
boarded over, and his only attendant was 
usually a big dog: or he Would get into his 
sleigh and drive about the city without escort. 
Sometimes he alighted and walked all down 
the Newski Prospect, looking into the shops; 
or he would stroll inte some friendly house 
and pay a visit. He was Known to everybody, 
but it was not the etiquette to salute him, still 
less to acvost him: unless be courted recog- 
nition by oneof these geed-natured nods of 
which he was never char? toward his personal 
acquaintasees. 

All this easy stvle of living, however, came 
to un end hast year, and the precautions taken 
to guard the Czar made his life for a time ab- 
solutely burdensome. He was scarcely allow- 
ed to go out, and when he did so was closely 
followed by cdletectives with loaded revolvers 
and by an armed Cossack hetman, who walked 
Leside him er satoppesite him in bis carriage. 
‘Lhe vehicle in which the Emperor rode— 
whether it were a coach or railway carriage— 
Wie cased mm iron, and it had nothing about it 
touttract attention. ‘Thus, in the streets, 
when severu! Court carriages passed together 
the one that looked like the Czar’s was never 
that which contained His Majesty; and, on 
the railroads, the miest brillfint saloon ear re- 
nained empty, while the Emperor traveled 
in What appeared to be « second-class com- 
ge thai or baggage van. At one time the 

‘zar was prevailed upon to wear a chain 
breast-plate under his tunic,but though one of 
the lightest kind was made for him he could not 
bear its weight,so the expedient was adopted of 
causing his tunics to be padded with: cotton 
wool steeped in a preparation which hardened 


it, and renderedit,if not bullet-proof at 
least knife-proof, and difficult for even a 
bullet to pierce atalong shot. An attempt 
Was nade some time ago to poison the Czar 
by sending him a petition covered with some 
poxious powder, since which he has ceased 
to receive letters, papers or petitions. Fora 
similar reason he gave np smoking, though 
he used to like a cigar, and he drank no 
Wine but from botties uncorked in his pres- 
ence. Inthe Imperiai kitchen the Czar’s 
food was prepared by a French cook, who 
plied all his voeations under the eyes of two 
police guards—not that the cook himself 
could incur apy suspicion, but becamse some 
conspirator might have got at the ingredients 
be was preparing. The food was ‘always 
cooked in the simplest way, without sauces, 
sud it was tasted by two oilicials before it 
was served at the Czar’s table.

LABOR NOTES. 


The Boot and Shoe Manufacturers. 

The Boot and Shoe Manufacturers Associa- 
tion of St. Louis met yesterday and adopted 
the following resolutions, Which were signed 
by twelve of thei argest tirms in the city. The 
resolutions read as follows: 

ST. Louts, April 5th, 1881. 

In view. of the many disturbances of the 
manufacturifg interests generally, and 
the hoot and shoe mavufacturers 
in particular, we, the undersigned, 
manufacturersfof boots and shoes, for the pro- 
tection of all interests resolve as follows: 

First: To bind ourselves not toemploy any 
mechanic whose record as a ‘**sorehead’’ is 
attested to by three tirms belonging to this 
association, and at the same time signers of 
the agreement. 

second: That the name ‘“sorehead’’ shall 
apply to any man or party_who makes repea- 
ted efforts to create discontent and disturb- 
ance, 

Third: That it shall be the duty of each 
signe hereto, to inform all other members of 
the discharge of any party upon such 
crounds. 

Fourth: That each member shall keep a 
record of persons so reported and upon re- 
ecipt of three different reports from different 
members such *‘sorehead” shall be debarred 
forever from being employed by any party to 
this agreement. 

Fifth: Any member violating the above 
agreement shall forfeit his membership in the 
association. 


The Carpenters.
